dated Fayetteviil^N. C., March 12,1865.

DEAR MOTIIER.—As I have a chance to 


eend a letter by the tug which leaves here 
this evening, I will improve the privilege. 
We have had a famous old campaign, or 
are having it, for it is not quite finished 
yet. ;iVfc have about used tip South iCa?o- 
lina, destroyed her railroaae, captured her 
Capital, Charleston, and most of her impor- 
tant towns. Cut off Augusta from the 
northeastern po.-tion of the Confederacy. 
By looking at the map you will see how 
we have divided the country by destroying 
the railroads. Fifty miles of the South

FA,YITT«VJLH;, ym g.. Marcb, 12, 18.63. 
Dear Mother.— I hav«-at last found an 


opportunity. of sending you a line or two. 
A dispatch boat goes to Wilmington in an 
hour, from General Sherman, which is to 
take a small mail. I have so much to tell 
you in relation to our triumphant march 
through South Carolina to this place, that 
I hardly know where to begin first ; suffice 
it to say, that Sherman's army is all right 
and if needs be can -go- through the whole 
Confederacy. 
Our stay here is to be very 


brief, two or three days at the fartherest, 
as we have about a week's march before 
us yet before we settle down for a rest, 
and re-fit the army. I expect that place 
will be Goldsboro, which is in easy com- 
municating distance by rail with the coast. 
Our march a greater part of the way has 
been one .of the most pleasant. During 
the past week, however, it has rained 
almost continually, which has made the 
roads to any one but Sherman, perfectly 
impassable.

FROM NORTH CAROLINA. 


New York, March 24.—Th.j Tribune's 


Washington correspondent suys news of 
the occupation of Goldsboro published yes- 
terday, has been confirmed to-ilay by state- 
ments of trustworthy parties who arrived 
here direct from Xewbern. Part of Sher- 
man's force was marching towards Me- 
chanics Station on the railroad to Raleigh 
to destroy an important bridge acro«s the 
Aeuseriver. The center had arrived at 
Goldsboro and the right, on Tuesday, the 
21st, formed a junction with Schotield's 
forces at a point eleven miles ei'-st of Golds- 
boro. The victory claimed by the rebels 
at Bentonville, assuming that tho official 
statement is correct, amounts to nothing 
It was merely a momentary check to Sher- 
man's left. The nextnews from that quar- 
ter will doubtless be an entire accomplish- 
ment of the plans of Sherman. 
-^e^York> March 23-—The Commer- 
cial 3 Washington special says the War 
Department b reported to hava received a 
dispatch from Fortress Monroe, that Sher- 
man had arrived before the defences of 
Kaleigh, and on Saturday, having planted 
his guns in a position commanding the

ded to m Richmond papers of Tuesday 
as having occurred between a portion of 
bherman s forces and Johnston's army is 
understood in military circles to have 
merely been a small fight with a detach- 
ment sent by Gen. Slocum to burn the 
fine railroad bridge across the Neuse river 
near Smithfield, between Goldsboro and 
Raleigh. 


The Herald's special says the report of 


Johnston to Lee that he had met the ene- 
my near Bentonville, and routed him, is 
regarded here as referring to tho cavalry 
flankers of the extreme left wing of Gen 
bherman's army. 
It is .surmised that 


Jsherman may have sent a small force in 
that direction for the purposu of cutting 
the railroad communication between Golds- 
boro and Raleigh, and driving Johnston 
away from Goldsboro while it, was being 
occupied by the main body of Sherman's 
army. 


Authentic information ha.-, been re- 


ceived that the occupation of Goldsboro 
waa effected on the same day of the re- 
ported battle at Bentonville. ' Johnston's 
dispatch stated that tho Union troops 
subsequently assumed the offensive, thus 
admitting his success was only temporary 
and unimportant.

The news of the capture of Goldsboro 


was received in the city. Soon afterward 
dispatches were received from General 
Sherman, who, it was reported, had called 
for reinforcements for his nrmv during 
their farther march northward. "Immen4 
numbers of troops were promptly seat in 
response from Beaufort, by rail and other 
roads, to Goldsboro, preparatory to meet- 
ing the mam army of Johnston. 
It waa 


believed that a battle was imminent, and 
hence General Sherman's array was swell- 
ed to_ar.overwhelming force," the extent 
of which may lead to a. general retreat or 
surrender of the enemy. - Reiaforcements 
and supplies had also been sent: from New- 
born to join Sherman's army.

MADISON-, March 21th, 1865. 


Editors Gazette .—Last night affording 


the last opportunity for presenting bills, 
there were large, batches of bills on all 
imaginable subjects presented in both 
houses. The time of the Assembly was 
occupied in the reception of bills, but in 
the Senate there was quite on animated* 
discussion on the bill to facilitate the con- 
version ;of the State currency and topro- 
vidoibr taking -up certain State bonds, 
which was brought 'up under suspension 
of the rules.. It was finally ordered prlnt- 
ed.and made the special order for next 
Wednesday. 
This bill contains the meas- 


ures for the support of .the State currency 
that I mentioned in my -last.

The Senate-this morning was chiefly oc- 


cupied in-ordering bills' to a third reading, 
while the Assembly was warmly and 
earnestly engaged in straightening its re- 
cord. ; This action was taken from the fol- 
lowing resolution introduced by Mr. Oas- 
soday: 


WHEREAS, It appears that uiauy mem- 


bers of.the Assembly voted for joint resolu- 
tionsi relative to the "inebriation of the Vice 
President, under a misundeiRtandin»-of 
the facts,;therefore, 
° 


Jtesolxed, That the vote by which said 


resolutions was adopted, be, and the same 
is hareby rescinded and expunged from the 
journals .of-this House. - 


Daring the discussion which abounded 


with sharp interchanges of opinion on the 
previous party views of the Vice-President, 


. it was evident that the party minority in 


the House, hated his political opinions and 
elevation 'much more than his alleged 
drunkenness, although Jones, Abrams and 
others of that ilk, spoke with well assum- 
ed horror of the crime of drunkenness in a 
high place. 
After the discussion had 


touched on various interesting portions of 
the Vice-President's life, and had exten- 
sively wandered into morality and polem- 
ics, the " wiercas ". and "resolution," 
after a call of the House, had been order- 
ed and suspended, and other delaying mo 
tions made by tho " irrepressible-' Jones" 
had been voted down, were adopted by a 
vote of 38 ayes to 37 noes: not one of the 
party minority in the House voting in the 
affirmative. Jones, and the JV«c* reporter, 
Pratt, and other opponents of the admin- 
istration did not look at all pleased with 
the result, but the gallant Colonel Amasa 
Cobb, member of Cougroes from the Third 
District, was, I assure you, delighted. He 
was present at tho inauguration and saw 
no such "bloated, red-faced Vicc-Prcei- 
deut" as a reporter of a.

out side in exccesivc hot, sweltering weath- 
er, thus enabling them to build comb and 
amass a large amount of honey. 
. uth. A hive having movable 
comb 


frames, giving the operator every advan- 
tage so that he can handle hit bees as he 


would his horses and cattle, so tliat he 
may increase his etock"at will, strengthen 
the fci.-We oucs from those that have wax- 
ed over rich, renew his oombs every three 
or four years, supply, when loss of queen 
occurs, or she proves unfruitful. 


6th. A hive that will afford suitable pro- 


tection against the cold and frost of win- 
ter, without nay frost or dampness nmnrig 
the combs. 


7th. A hive that is secure against the 


ravages of the moth and bee robbery, and 
from which bees cannot escape and fly to 
the woods when once hived, yet allowed 
to work out and in frerfy.

Editor* Gazette :—A comparison of tli'ri 


town of Bradford between 183" and 1SG5," 
would figure up about us follows: Real 
estate owned in Bradford in 1837,' none :

General Kilpatriek was encamped about 
fifteen miles from Favettevillc, and was at- 
tacked by the whole of Wade Hampton's 
cavalry. Hampton commanded in person: 
The attack was very sudden and fell en- 
tirely upon (inc brigade, which was sur- 
prised, and for the time could offer little re- 
sistance. Xear the portion of the eamp 
which it guarded were Kilpatrick's head- 
quarters, and Kilpatriek himself narrowly 
escaped capture. He fled from the house 
in which ho was sleeping with his panta- 
loons and slippers on, two officers follow- 
ing example. One of his Colonels com- 
manding a brigade and tho rest of his 


Sheridan. 


" Sheridan has destroyed mure property 


than was ever before destroyed in any ono 
expedition. In ono day he captured two 
million dollars worth. The Kanawhaand 
James river canal could not ho repaired in 
two years. The banks arc cut and loVels 
drained, frequently at points whore rapid 
streams wash out tho very bed of the canal 
itself. At ono point, near Scuttville, the 
bed, before our troops left, had been wash- 
ed out to a depth of ten feet, and a pow- 
erful mountain feeder was making it 
deeper every hour/ From Davidsville to 
Goochland -every ferry lock and every 
level is destroyed so thoroughly that every 
portion will have to be rebuilt. General 
Sheridan's command has obtained supplies 
for horses and men in thirteen counties 
traversed. 
The supplies consumed and 


wasted, and issued to starving poor, would 
have sufficed 
to- feed Loo'* army for 


months.''

Burton thinking that the adju- 


tant was Early, demanded his surrender. 
His answer was a shot, that .wounded his 
horse, causing him to fall; and throwing 
the captain to the ground.

There ho reform- 
ed his men, charged the enemy in turn, 
got possession of his guns again, turned 
them at once on his headquarters, and 
drove out tho rebels. 
As they were leav- 


ing at ono end of tho town, Kilpatriek en- 
tered by the other, got his flag and tied it 
on a staff, charged again, and completely 
routed the enemy, leaving 68 of them 
dead ou the field, killing General AifcAn, 
and taking a number of prisoners. Kil- 
patrick's loss in this affair, killed, wonnd- 
cd and missing, was less than 200, accord- 
ing to his official report. The fight and 
the Micjewful stand made by General Kil- 
patriek after-he had been surprised, are 
regarded as amongst tho mo«t gallant 
deeils of the campaign.
